pany received orders to rejoin its reg- 
iment, at "WilHamSport, the scow-like

Though 
she smiled as she leaned aeroig, her 
garden fence antl gossiped, with her 
neighbor- about the - disappearance of 
the much talked of relic, she emiled a 
second .tkno in her heart to remember, 
that Ihe John Brown bell was resting 
under her verbenas not 20 feet away. 
When the x-olunteers marched away 
from the town Mrs. Enumiager "burled 
the bell for them, promising to' guard 
its .secret until they came back. 


Thirty years she waited, and then 


only nine of the original 15 who\had 
b,een interested- in procuring ,tbe bell 
were alive to ask for It. Before the 
war was over «evcn had been killed in 
various battles.
